WASHINGTON, 
Feb. 
26. 
Capital 
and labor appear as witnesses 
in their 
own behalf 
in the first annual report 
of the 
commission 
on 
Industrial 
re- 
lations. 
The 
report, 
which 
was 
re- 
cently submitted 
to congress, contains 
the first systematic 
attepmt ever made 
to set for in unbiased 
form the 
lead- 
ing 
arguments 
of 
the 
contending 
forces. 
The commission, it may be recalled, 
was 
created 
by 
an act of congress, 
in 
1912. 
The 
membership 
is 
com- 
posed of representative 
of capital, 
of 
labor, and of the general public. 
The 
first meeting 
of the commission 
was 
held in Washington 
in October, 
1912. 
The commission 
was given two years 
in 
which 
to complete Its labor. 
Following 
are 
several 
of 
capital's 
chief 
criticisms 
of organized 
labor, 
as outlined 
in the first annual report 
of tlie commission: 
The employers 
claim that there 
is 
a lack of responsibility 
on part of the 
labor 
unions 
in 
this 
country.
